CARBURETTER TROUBLES AND 
THEIR CURE. 

With the modern carburetter trouble is 
practically unknown, and in a new car the 
only‘ possible enemy is dirt in the fuel 
system. Rarely does dirt enter 


if the! with oil and batteries 


- 


which can only be cured by fitting new 
parts. Heavy petrol consumption is often 
due to leaks in the tank, or in the pipes 
leading therefrom or to dripping from the 
carburetter. 

THE USE OF STRANGLERS. 

Difficulty in starting the engine should 
never be. laid at the door of the 
earburetter. If the ignition is in good 
order and the engine turned ‘sufficiently 
fast either by the self-starter or by hand, 
the carburetter. will. always respond, A 
novice may, however, take a little time to 
learn the correct throttle setting for start- 
ing up. The air strangler should only be 
used when the engine is cold, but in the 
case of large engines its use may be neces- 
sary to keep the engine running for a brief 
period after starting up, These stranglers 
should, however, & used as little as 
possible, because they tend to introduce 
unvaporised petrol into the engine, which 
washes the oil off the cylinder walls and 
pistons and dilutes the lubricating oil. To 
sum up, the inexperienced owner need not 
anticipate any* carburetter troubles what- 
soever if he uses a good filter in the petrol 
pipe line; if he uses the air shinies as 
ittle as possible and sees that all induc- 
tion joints are kept absolutely air tight. 

FALSE ECONOMY. 

In these days of . economic pressure 
motorists are being sorely tempted to 
economise falsely by the offer of unnamed 
products such as batteries and oils of 
obscure’ origin, and still more doubtful 
quality. The purchase of an inferior 
article. by the housewife may . merely 
mean dissatisfaction and further expense, 
but the use of inferior oil may do actual 
damage to the car, and the purchase of an 
inferior battery may mean breakdowns on 
the road, police prosecutions, or even 
accidents through lighting. failure. 

Careful comparison of costs proves 
beyond question that, far from effecting 
any real saving, short-sighted economy

literary trades and of some much less 
creditable. There is no denyitg his 
stature, even by Mr. Kingsmill. 

For his material Mr. Kingsmill draws 
largely upon his own recollections, 
stimulated sometimes by Harris's auto- 
biographies (“in writing about himself 
he touched nothing which he did not 
adorn’’), and supplemented by the 
authority—some of it from novels now 
out of print—of men and women whom 
Harris met and offended or antagonised, 
both in Hngland and America. With 
yreat acuteness, he selects this material 
in a way that enables him to use it to 
the most damaging effect, and, unques- 
tionably, he achieves the desired success. 
In the process his checking of Harris's 
spoken word against his printed word 1s 
devastating. he whole job is done in 
style and language that would have com- 
pelled tribute from Harris himself. What 
a pity, however, that Harris is not alive 
to continue the quarrel; for quarrel there 
must have been.

E luing Swans. 


While awaiting a train in Lansdowne 
mad railway station the other day I was 
startled by a ioud flapping noise over- 
head, and immediately afterwards the 
great white bulk of two swans, flying low, 
and following the course of the River 
Dodder, passed over the bridce. Swans 
seldom take to the air, but when they do 
so, they are quite as graceful as in the 
water. Owing to their heavy bodies, how- 
ever, and the length and width of their 
wings, they are somewhat awkward and 
lumbering in the ‘‘take off,” and require 
a long “run.” This fact often brings 
trouble, as it did in the case of one uí 
the Liffey swans a few years ago, who de 
cided to fly over O'Connell Bridge in- 
: stead of floating peacefully underneath. 
In his adventurous attempt he collided 
with a tramcar and suffered a double loss 
of dignity and plumage. 

Once in the air, however, the swan is 
one of the most efficient and graceful of 
fliers. . The long neck is thrust forward, 
straight and lance-like in its rigidity, and 
the feet are folded against the body. The 
neck, which might be thought a handicap 
to efficient flight, actually serves ‘to 
balan:+ the bird, and the flat heak offers 
little resistance to the air. which flows 
easily around the bird’s smoothly rounded 
body. The feet are out of the way, and 
the pointed tail does away with the 
““backwash,” or air eddies, that whir! 
behind blunt surfaces forced through the 
air. 


Vicious Cricket. 


Cricket has become so much a part of 
the British summer that it is very sur- 
prising to hear that at one time it raised 
a storm of protest on account of the size 
of the crowds that used to attend the 
matches. About the middle of the 
eighteenth century (writes a _ corre- 
spondent) it was said that the game 
‘propagated a spirit of idleness,’’ and 
again, “it gives the most open encourage- 
ment to gaming . . . so that some people 
are little ashamed of breaking the Jaws 
that’. . . they give public notice of it,” 
These last words refer to the advertise- 
ments which periodically appeared 
announcing the dates of matches. It is 
said that at that time crowds, sometimes 
numbering of many as twenty thousand, 
attended matches in the South of England. 
This is all the more surprising when we 
remember that in those days there were 
no such amenities as the regular half-day 
or bank holiday. The protests were really 
levelled at the large gatherings of people, 
and not at the gume itself, though they 
naturally took that form. They were 
ignored, however, and soon died down for 
lack of support.

“ Port-a-Bheul. a 


A recent report of the songs which are 
by the Seminole Indians in parts of. 
the United States, writes a correspondent, |. 
reminds me that they might be somewhat

similar in to the aneient port-a- 
hheul of the riges. The report stated 
that the songs were sung in a lan 
which even the singers did not understa 
and in this they are similar to those 
“tha isles.”’ 
Gaelic gives the best explanation of their 
form ; port-a-bheul means ‘‘ mouth music,” 
and this is exactly what the songs are, or 
rather were; for the number of those 
familiar with them to-day is very small. 
They were composed of words which had 
no real meaning, but were musical in 
sound and easy to sing, and were main! 
used while doing some kind of work, suc 
as spinning, grinding meal by hand, or 
EE Sea “OR milk, every job having its 
different songs according to the rhythm of 
the actions involved. Lines of such words 
were very often introduced into ordinary 
folk-songs dealing with the every-day life 
of the islands—boating songs and the like. 
Mr. Kenneth McLeod has made an admir- 
able collection of these songs. In some 
cases he has given representations in 
English spelling of the port-a-bheul 
which, like so many other beautiful old 
customs, is being sacrificed on the altar of 
“ progress.” In one song the refrain is a 
line which runs something like the follow- 
ing: ‘‘ A ho hee, a kua,”’ repeated at the 
end of every verse, while in another the 
lines, 

“ Ho Ro Haradal, 

Hine ye Haradal,”’ 

occur in the same way. 


Are Citu Children Brighter > 


Everyone will agree that it is easy to 
determine by means of a tape measure 
whether city children are taller than 
country children; but a different plan 
must be adopted if we wish to ascertain 
which are the more intelligent. The 
“tape” used in the latter case must, 
naturally, take the shape of an examina- 
tion test, and one was recently held in 
Germany. Several hundred children in 
two rural districts—one of fertile. and the 
other of less fertile, land—were tested by 
the same papers, as were a similar number 
of city Balaven. all between ten and 
thirteen years old. 

Both the rural and urban children were 
tested in such mental work as memorising, 
arithmetic, making comparisons and noting 
the main points of a story. In-everv 
single test the city children, as a group, 
got the higher marks. Fewer children 
from rural districts were very brilliant; 
proportionately more were dull. A city 
boy of ten in those intelligence tests proved 
the equal’ of a country boy of eleven and 
a half. Another interesting result was 
that the children who lived where the 
land was good were generally brighter than 
those coming from the less fertile districts, 
Intelligence apparently follows the crops. 


MACore Rare Viands. 


A friend tells me that the list of rare 


viands at present on sale in London, which 


I gave the other morn, is by no means 
complete, and he furnishes me with some 
additions. Among the unusual fruits there 
are, as well as the mangosteen, the South 
African gooseberry—a golden fruit as large 
us many home-grown plums—jelly melons, 
with a flavour which, he tells me, suggests 
both bananas and pineapples, and lyches 
and passion fruit, rare importations from 
India. Rare dishes to be ordered in the 
smartest restaurants include a new soup 
made from the toheroa fish, imported into 
England from New Zealand, and a. kind 
of sardine called the fundi, which is New- 
foundliand’s contribution, and is being 
used very extensively in hors d’euvre. The 
Irish Free State, my friend tells me, .is 
represented in this list of Empire novelties 
by Carrageen moss, which has taken the 
culinary world of London by storm, and 
is being used to make blanc-mange. We 
must hope that some, at least, of the rare 
and unusual fruits will find their way 


across the Irish Sea for the delight. of 
local epicures.

AST Sunday the parades in the London 
L. parks might. save for some early summer 
flowers and the leaves on the trees, 
have been on a fine Sabbath day in December 
or January. The men wore overcoats, and 
most of the women fur coats or costumes 
with furs. An occasional brazier would have 
been welcomed with enthusiasm. The flower- 
ing shrubs looked frost-bitten, and the lilacs 
and chestnuts were wilt ng in the icy blast.

ST, PATRICK’S YEAR. 
LETTER FROM CANON CHAMBERLAIN. 

TO THE ERITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES | 

Sir,—I cannot t feel that all that is 
essentially Christian in your readers—what- 
ever their religious allegiance—will respond 
to both the letter and the spirit of your 
comments on the noble sermon of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and will welcome your 
timely reminder that ‘still St. Patrick's 
Christ is the Christ of all our Churches.” 
When I read your words I felt something 
akin. to pride that, au.id the welter of 
religious controversy which defaces the 
common. Christianity of this land, we have a 
pulpit and a Press from which can go forth 
to the people of Ireland something of the 
message and the ideal and the spirit of 
Christ—an invitation to tind a bond of union 
in seeking those things which are from above 
and unite, rather than to continue along 
those barren paths which divide. 

That there come times in human affairs 
when it is necessary to give reasons for the 
faith that is in us must, of course, be 
admitted by everyone. No imjury can be 
done to religion if, at times, what men 
believe to be the truth is spoken-—provided 
they do not forget the apostolic injunction 
that it must be spoken in love. This neces- 
sity, however, is a very different matter from 
what is known as the controversial ‘spirit, 
ever on the alert to score points and to 
triumph in petty victories in the unessentil. 
Very different is it, also, from that nagging, 
querulous, ungenerous temper ; that unwilling- 
ness to see good where good is; that self- 
complacent, cocksure habit of mind which, 
if it is fortunate enough to escape the taint 
of bitterness, seldom achieves the grace ot 
humility. The most serious and enduring 
injury to religion inflicted by this contro- 
versial spirit is, as you rightly indicate, the 
fact that it distracts the minds of plain 
people from. the essential things which do 
matter, to the unessential things which, in 
reality, matter very little. it draws the 
mind of the wayfaring man from the great 
and eternal" realities of the City of God, 
whither we are all on pilgrimage, and places 
mahy a stumbling-bleck. upon his ‘ already 


You, sir, following the Archbishop, have 


difficult pathway. 


St. Patrick, Christianity is menaced by a 
foe raore sinister and more elusive than the 
simple paganism which he faced and over- 
came. A Christendom rent not only in 
organisation, but in charity, is ill equipped 
to impress upon either the minds of men or 
the structure of society the essential prin- 
ciples of Christ. It is this knowledge that is 
the driving force behind the movement 
towards Christian unity which has so powet. 
fully possessed the more spacious minds in 
every Church—not excluding the Roman 
Catholic, ‘In face’ of the “new paganism “ 
all Christian people feel instinctively that 
they are allies. If nothing else, the bleak 
facts of modern life impress the truth that 
those who are not against Christ are on His 
side. But before there can be any effective 
alliance to withstand the essentially un- 
Christian forces of the ‘‘new paganism ” 
there must first come into all the Churches 
more of that spirit of charity which ‘‘ seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh 
no evil,” of which the greatest foe is the 
controversial spirit.—Yours, etc.,

BROADCASTING IN THE FREE

TO THE EDITOK OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—Now that the ears of Ireland are 
eagerly awaiting the’ first tests from our new 
wireless station at Moydrum, I hope you will 
find space for:a few observaijons from an 
enthusiastic listener and a confirmed “' radio 
fan.” 1 have nó fault to find with the 
present programmes, as performed in the 
studio. “They are instructive, entertaining, 
not too highbrow, and, on the whole, well 
balanced. ‘lhe occasional symphony concert 
or opera given by the popular musical director 
are much appreciated. The fault I have to 
find however, is an eiectrical one. The trans- 
mission from the Dublin Station is un- 
doubtedly very bad. 

The modulation apparatus is very much out 
of date: ‘The type of microphone used in the 
studio (seen in a recent photograph published 
in your paper)), known as the ‘‘ meat-safe” 
type, was discarded by the B.B.C, seven 
years ago It is very easily overloaded and 
vannot handle’a large volume of sound. This 
is evident from the blasting and distortion 
that occur when a choir or a brass band are 
broadcasting. Notice the marked absence of 
bass notes the next time you are listening to 
the Dublin Station. ‘Notice the difference in 
tone when you change over to any ‘of the 
gi sm stations. 

ow we are going to have a new, modern, 


“up-to-date transmitter, situated in the geo- 


ár won centre of Ireland, but it will be 
ed from the same apparatus at the source. 
This means that we will have the same over- 
loading, the same distortion, the same bad 
tone and absence of bass, only louder for 
most Irish people, and extending to the major 
part of the European Continent. Surely this 
is really « case of “spoiling the ship.” I 
can think of no better analogy than driving 
the. Mauretania with paddles or a donkey 
pulling a luxury tramcar. 

On the subject of the land-line from Dublin 
to Moydrum, I saw it stated that such already 
exists. I hope that the Post Office do net 
mean to use the telephone land-lines. As 
these do not carry anything outside the 
narrow band of the speech rare the 
transmission of the high notes of the violin, 
flute, etc., and the lower bass notes is 
definitely ont of the question.

Rev. Dr. Seaton, Bisho» of Wakefield, his 
text being: ' They that seek the Lord shall 
want no manncr of thing that is good ” 
(isalm 34, 10). Gay 

These were the last words, said his lordship, 
which the great Irish saint, Columba, to 
whom they in England owed so much, wrote 
in his transcription of the Psalms before he 
died: Doubtless, they summed up his own 
personal. spiritual experience. Where better 
could any Christian pavse and reflect? He 
had been round the little settlement; had 
passed the monastery barn, thanking God 
that it was filled with sufficient store; he had 
climbed the little hill behind, and blessed his 
house and his brothers, whom God nad given 
him for companions. Doubtless, his memory 
went back thirty-five years to the day when 
he had committed his boat to the waters on 
the Trish coast, and to the day when he 
landed on the little island of Iona. How 
much had sprung since from that original 
venture oí faith’ Like Abraham of old, he 
had gone forth, not knowing whither he went, 
but ont of that little island set among the 
waters, Iona, had sprung up the city which 
had the foundations, whose maker and builder 
was God, 

ENGLISH CHURCH’S DEBT. 

At that festival season of the ancient 
Church of Ireland, when they were commemo. 
rating the 1500th anniversary of the coming 
of St Patrick, he wanted, continued his 
lordship, to speak of the debt which the 
Church in the North of England owed to the 
devotion of the Irish missionaries. It was 
right to begin with Columba, whose work God 
had so infinitely blessed. But in the year.that 
he breathed his last the good hand of God 
was beginning the work of bringing the 
Gospel to their English folk. Columba died 
as Augustine landed in Kent; the Christian 
mission at last had found the land and the 
people who were to mean so much in the 
future of the world. From ‘that day on, 
from various quarters, the shafts of light 
began to fal! on various parts of England. 
But the main stream came in a way most 
unexpected fiom the community which 
Columba had founded. And particularly the 
North of England owed its faith to the mis- 
sionaries of Columba’s school in Iona. 

The preacher went on to refer to the work 
of another Irishman, Aidan, who could not 
even speak the English tongue, who came 
from Iona 200 years after Patrick came to 
Ireland—a man of singular . sweetness, 
breadth and sympathy of character—working

| hand in hand with Oswald, the King, who 


himself hai been a refugee in Columba’s 
monastery in Iona. Up and down their 
North country he went, preaching and 
winning men’s hearts. Within thirty years 
from Aidan’s coming the Irish monks re- 
turned to Iona and to Ireland. But they 
had done their work; they had given the 
original impulse, without which the . work 
could never have. been begun, and their 
name was blessed for evermore. 

The Church of Ireland, he said, had always 
thrown itself heartily into the ‘missionary 
cause, and her sons and daughters all over 
the world had carried on the torch. But the 
cause remained; a greater world than the 
world of Patrick's day or of Columba’s day 
was calling for the Gospel of the love of 
God. It was noi enough for any Church, 
however honourable its ac only to sun 
itself in the glories of the past. It should be 
ever ready for the new needs which arose, 
and to rededicate in each generation the 
natural qualities with which God had 
endowed its members for the fulfilment of His 
will. Their friends in England understood 
the particular difficulties by. which their 
ancient Church was faced, and sympathised, 
The best results came under God's good pro- 
vidence when the cross was borne, and the spirit 
of the living God -used and blessed the 
ventures which the Church were ready to 
make in troublous days. They should, there- 
fore, be. not afraid. . ““ They .who -seek the

The Indian Civil Service. 


The many Irish families whose sons are 

carrying on the work of administration in 
India will read with interest an announce- 
ment by Sir Samuel Hoare on the future 
of the Indian Civil Service. To-day, said 
Sir Samuel Hoare, the members of that 
great body—the oldest Civil Service in the 
world—are nervous of the futute. They 
have made heavy personal sacrifices ; and, 
faced with a quickly changing world, they 
ask it it is worth while to continue in so 
uncertain an occupation. He replied that 
the British Government would keep, in 
the spirit and in the letter, every contract 
that had been made with the “ I.C.8.”’ 
Moreover, the Service would undergo a 
change of function rather than any lessen- 
ing of prestige or of prospects. For many 
years to come, said Sir Samuel Hoare. 
there would be need of expert adminis- 
trators. The Service for some time past 
has been compelled to play,the difficult 
dual réle of administrator and politician. 
In the future it will become less 
“ political ” and more strictly adminis- 
trative—therein developing in accordance 
with the practice of every civilised 
country. As Sir Hugh Stephenson explained 
the change, the Service in the future con- 
stitution ‘of India will play the part of a 
strong, impartial, independent adminis- 
trative service, carrying out a policy for 
which it is not responsible. There are as 
enthralling a career and as wide an oppor- 
tunity for men of brains and enterprise 
to-day as there have been at any time, 
Sir Samuel Hoare’s reassurance will bring 
comfort to many hearts, which have had 
good reason to doubt during the past two 
years.

TARIFF RE-ADJUSTMENTS.

A POSSIBLE POINT IN THE 
NEGOTIATIONS.

LONDON, Friday. 

“Tt was not found possible to reach an 
agreement.’’ These words in the official 
communiqué issued from Downing street 
this evening after the break-up of the 
conference told the whole story of the 
negotiations which began in Dublin on 
Tuesday last and finished to-day in 
London. | 

They may he very momentous words, 
but this, at all events, can be said—that 
hardly anyone could say that they were 
surprising. No one who was aware of 
the circumstances could have expected any 
other result. Jt seems useless to probe 
into the secret conversations both in 
Dublin and London’ which have ended in 


disappointment. 

is dutitanding facts are known to all. 
It was the proposal to remove the Oath 
from the Constitution, and simultaneously 
to remove the vital portion of the Free 
State Act of 1922, which gave the Treaty 
its power in law, that offended the British 
susceptibilities. The proposal to break 
this country’s bond in regard to the pay- 
ment of the land annuities was, no doubt, 
a secondary consideration. 

People on both sides of the Channe! 
were heartened when it was announced 
early in the week that President de Valera 
had invited British Ministers to Dublin 
to discuss ‘the present difficulties between 
the two countries in relation to negotia- 
tions concerning the Ottawa Conference.”

famous Childers Commission of thirty-four 
years ago. This would have taken 
cognisance, to some extent, of Northern 
Ireland’s relations with Great Britain. it 
is known that President de Valera has 
very. definite views that the continued 
separation of North and South is due to 
the subsidisation of the former by t.» 
Government of Great Britain. The British 
Government willingly responded to the 
invitation to consider the difficulties with 
regard to Ottawa, and so sent its 
Ministers to Dublin. The plan was pre- 
sumably disclosed at the meeting on 
Tuesday, and to-day it was discussed at 
the British Prime Minister's official 
residence in Downing street, with the 
result made known in the official 
communique, 

The assumption naturally is that the 
British statesmen, while taking note of 
the new proposal, pressed for assurances 
regarding the Oath, and probably with 
regard to President de Valera’s future in- 
tentions. As to this no definite informa- 
tion was available. I spoke to President 
de Valera himself at the Metropole Hotel 
immediately after the meeting broke up, 
but he was very definite that he could not 
give any expression of opinion or disclose 
the lines of the discussion. 

Later on, when he was seeing the Irish 
delegation away at Euston Station, I 
asked Mr. Thomas for his views, but he 
was altogether evasive. Both he and ?'r. 
de Valera were clearly embarrassed and, 
as it seemed, disappointed. 


PUBLIC INTEREST 
AROUSED. 


I was at Downing street several times 
during the afternoon, and was impressed 
by the interest which the public took in 
the negotiations. All day quite a large 
crowd stood at the entrance to the narrow 
thoroughfare where it branches off White- 
hall, and when President de Valera and 
his party drove up in a fine motor car 
bearing the Free State tricolour on its 
bonnet. the crowd cheered heartily. 
Towards five o’clock the crowd increased 
to much larger dimensions. a 

Outside No. 10, where the negotiations 
took place, a large number of newspaper 
men, photographers and cinema men 
waited, and there was quite a stirring 
reception when the Irish delegates drove 
away to their hotel. At Euston Station 
some hundreds of people cheered Mr. de 
Valera when he walked from the motor 
car to the railway carriage reserved for his 


party. 


FIRST VISIT FOR ELEVEN 
YEARS, 


It is interesting to recall that to-day’s 
visit to London was the first which Presi- 
dent de Valera has made since he met Mr. 
Lloyd George in the Premier’s official resi- 
dence early in the 1921 negotiations which 
led to the Treaty. He saw very little cf 
London to-day, having gone in the morn- 
ing. direct to the Metropole Hotel and 
thereafter to Downing street. After the 
conference he called for a few minutes 
at the hotel again, and went direct to 
Euston Station. 

There was a good deal of comment in

TWENTY-ONE DRAINAGE 
SCHEMES. - 


The debate on the estimates for the Office 
of Public Works and Buildings was resumed.. 
Mr. M. CONLON called attention to what 
he described as the problem of the River 
Suck. He said that under the Drainage Act 


river, and the Drainage Board claimed £5,000, 
which was due to them for rates. The 
occupiers of the affected lands refused to pay, 
as the work on the river had not been com- 
pleted.. He a “amha to. the Parliamentary 
Secretary to hold an inquiry into the matter, 
with a view to a settlement of the dispute.

River,. re- 
quired attention, and he hoped the works 
would be undertaken by the Board of Works 
without delay. Large sums, he said, were 
allocated for general purposes of : drainage 
every year, but practically nothing was done. 

Mr, CUBRAN (Lab., Dublin County) sug- 
gested that improvements should be carried 
out of the pier at. Loughshinney, a fishing 
village that suffered from the danyers of the 
calling of its population nearly every year. 
The conditions of Balbriggan Harbour, he said, 
were something appailing. Two coal boats had 
been held up for a week owing to the bank 
of sand in the harbour. The Dublin Port and 
Docks Board would do nothing, AH ó] 
they. had. been asked. . Money now spent by 
the Board of Works would confer great 
benefit on the district, where there was much 
unemployment. 

Mr. M. O’REILLY (F.F., Meath) pointed 
out the need for carrying out drainage work 
in that county. 

Mr. BENNETT (C. na nG., Limerick) 
asked that some portion of the relief grant 
should be devoted to checking the flooding 
of Cappamore. 

Mr. BRASIER (Ind., Cork E.) was certain 
that the Parliamentary Secretary would realise 
| the necessity for some tightening up legisla- 
| tion té enable existing landowners to reclaim 
flooded areas and make them productive. He

He also urged 
that county surveyors should have charge of 
the inspectors appointed for maintenance 
work when drainage schemes had been com- 
pleted. 


EXPENDITURE V. VALUE. 

Mr. FLINN (Parliamentary Secretary) said 
that the Corrib scheme was uneconomic, but 
the matter was still under consideration: He 
had been asked, he said, to state the Go- 
vernment’s policy on drainage, bat he was 


a good deal more of what was béhiiid the 
matter Somebody had to justify. the whole 
drainage scheme - He had hefore him 21 
schemes under the Arterial Drainage Act. 
the total cost of which was £70,000. Of 
that 47 per cent. was provided by the Govern- 
ment, per cent. by the county councils, 
and 33 per cent. was the ostensible improved 
value. e wanted to know how they could 
justify the gap hetween the economic valve 
of the improved land and the total expendi- 
ture. Ostensibly, the position was that for every 
£3 spent only £1 represented increased value. 
It was very difficult to combine drainage 
works with relief schemes.. The schemes re- 
ferred to by Mr. Bennett, Mr. Curran, and 
Mr. Conlan would be attended to. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab.. Cork) suggested 
that a fair-wage clause should be inserted, 
and insisted upon, by the Government in all 
contracts upon which public money was being 
expended, even if the Government loan was 
as low as 25 per cent. 

Mr. FLINN said that that matter was at 
present under consideration. The Blackwater 
and Boyne drainage schemes were un- 
economic. Lough Erne drainage scheme was 
one that would have to be carried out in 
conjunction with the Government. of 
Northern Ireland. The Drainage Committee 
had met on the scheme in Northern Ireland, 
and the Free State had been represented, 
and the prospect of action was believed to 
be remote, bat no decision had yet been’ 
reached by the authorities of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland. 

“However,” added Mr. Flinn, amidst 
Vg peas " we shall see what negotiation can 
ao, 

The votes were passed, and the House 
adjourned until Tuesday next at 3 o'clock,

“CONTROL OF 
INDUSTRY. 


TEST OF NEW 
BILL. 


EATEREACHING . 
PROPOSALS. 


EVERAL far-reaching proposals are con- 
tained in the Control of .Manufactures 
Bill, the text of which will be circulated 

to members of the Dail to-day. 

The bill, in the main, proposes to make 
provision for controllmg and carrying on 
of manufactures in the Free State, with 
special provisions for nationals of the Free 
State, who, for the purposes of the bill, are 
defined as persons born in the Free State 
or persons who have been resident ‘in the 
Free State for seven years before June lst, 
1932. 

Extensive powers will be given to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce for the 
regulation of companies and the control of 
capital. Secton 2 imposes restrictions on 
the carrying on of manufactures. It shall 
not be deemed lawful for any person carrying 
on a business or trade for the pur- 
pose of gain to make, alter, repair, 
ornament, finish, or to adapt for sale 
any article, material or substance, unless: 
(a) Such business is, at the time such thing 
is being done, in the ownership of an in- 
dividual who is a national of the Saorstat; or 
owned by a body corporate, the issued capita! 
of which, to an extent, exceeding one-half is 
owned by a person or persons who are 
Saorstat citizens. 

Any business in existence before June Ist, 
1952, or any business carried on under licence, 
any business carried on in direct succession to 
a deceased person, or business carried on 
under Court supervision by the assignee in 
bankruptcy or a trustee, is exempt from the 
terms of the bill, 

Any person may apply for a manufacturers’ 
licence, and must furnish the Minister with 
such information as he may require. 

The Minister may, at his absolute discretion, 
grant a licence '“ to do all things specified in 
the application,” or to do '' some or one only 
of the things specified,”’ or ‘‘ refuse to grant a 
heence.”’ 


CONDITIONS OF LICENCE. 


Every new licence shall be granted under 
condition that all reasonable information 
needed by the Government shall be given, 
and also under such “conditions as the 
Minister thinks proper and atates in such 
licence. '' 
i The Minister may from time to time 

serve a notice in writing on manufacturers 
and other persons ’’ requiring Within twenty. 
eight days a return giving information in 
relation to the “‘ objects ” of such manufac- 
turer, the date of the establishment of the 
business, if such business was in existence 
on June Ist, 1952, the nature of the business, 
capital invested, and the names and addresses 
of persons holding shares and the value of 
the shares held by each individual, the names 
of the directors of the company, “ and such 
other matters as may be specified in the 
notice.”

Right Rev. Dr, Macaulay) presided. 

“the report on primary education contained 
the following reference to the Stranmillis 
College controversy :— 

“The Board is glad to report to the 
Assembly that ‘all outstanding questions 
relating to the management of the college 
were amicably settled’ on the 23rd Marca, 
1932, on the following terms :— 

“ “The Government to increase the number 

of the Committee of Management to nine, 
and ‘to ‘give the three principal Protestaut 
Churches the right to nominate one repre- 
sentative each on the Committee of Manage- 
ment, the names of their nominees to be sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Education through 
the medium of the heads. of the three 
Churches for the time being. 
- “*Such three representatives to have full 
status, the same as the other members ‘of 
the Committee of Management, subject to the 
ultimate constitutional. responsibility of the 
Minister of Education to Parliament for all 
decisions atrived ‘at.’.,.. 

“The Board is fully satisfied with the 
arrangements which have been made, and 
believes that all interested in education can 
now work together in harmony to make a 
still greater success of our Education Acts. 

“The Board considers that the way has 
now been made clear for the transfer of 
schools in every area where reasonable con- 
ditions of transfer can be obtained. 

“The report on Education in the Free State 
is incorporated in the report of the Govern- 
ment Committee, but the Very Rev. Dr. 
Morrow informed the Board that the Free 
State Government and the Education Com- 
mittee had had a satisfactory conference with 
the Free State Minister, and had brought be- 
fore him the following points for his con- 
sideration :'— 

“1. That a number of Presbyterian pupils 
proportionate to the number of Presbyterian 
schools in the Free State should be annually 
taken into the Preparatory College. 

“2, That a Presbyterian chaplain should be 
appointed to minister to the Presbyterian 
teachers and pupils.’’ 


A LONG STRUGGLE. 

The Rev. William Corkey (Convener) 
moved the adoption of the Report. He said 
that by the terms of the settlement, dated 
23rd March, 1932, the last of the outstanding 
questions between the Churches and the 
Government had been settled. 

They felt. that the Protestant Churches, 
and all the loyal people in Northern Ireland 
who Valued ‘unity and harmony in their ranks, 
would join,in paying a tribute of thanks to 
the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews, whose wise 
diseernment and handling of the difficulties 
at issue in the Stranmillis controversy cleared 
the way -for. the agreement entered into be- 
tween the Prime Minister and the represen- 
tatives of the Churches. The Committee now 
set up could not be dissolved without the 
good-will of both parties. The representatives 
of the Churches were to have full status on 
the Committee. 


tribute to those représentatives of other 
Charches who co-operated with your represen- 
tatives. Never was there a finer spirit of 
harmony and co-operation, or of the union of 
the three Protestant Churches in practical 
work than was manifested in the work of the 
United Education Committee. 

Proceeding, he said that they also owed a

TEACHERS REASSURED. 

Some teachers, he said, had natural fears 
of a return of clerical management, but he 
trusted that experience would prove that such 
fears were unfounded, and that whatever help 
the Churches were now permitted to give to 
education would be in the highest interests 
of teachers and children alike. 

The Rev. Dr. Little, in seconding the adop- 
tion of the report, said he was glad that 
their educational edifice was now complete, 
and that the scaffolding had been taken down. 
Repairs might be required from time to time, 
but he believed that the superstructure was 
sound, and repairs would be attended to as 
the need arose. 

Referring to the Prime Minister’s part, he 
said that when the whole position was put 
before Lord Craigavon he took the matter 
into his own hands, and in a very statesman- 
like way had it settled. He also acknow- 
ledged the efforts of the Minister of Labour 
(the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews) in securing 
the settlement. 

The Rev. William Corkey referred to the 
training of teachers in Kildare Place Training 
College, Dublin. He said that there were ten 
students of their Church in this training col- 
lege, nine of whom were women students. 
He paid a tribute to the Rev. J. C. Breakey, 
the chaplain, and his assistant, for their ser- 
vices. They were quite satisfied with this 
training college under the auspices of the 
Church of Ireland. Both Churches worked 
together most harmoniously, and he had great 
pleasure in declaring that the work done 
there was most satisfactory. 

The report was adopted. 


INTERMEDIATE EDUCATION. 


The report on intermediate education was 
presented by the Rev. Dr. Smyth, Belfast. 
It stated that during the year there had been 
no new developments in intermediate educa- 
tion in Northern Ireland nor in the Free 
State, except that in the latter a depart- 
mental regulation had raised religious know- 
ledge to the level of a school subject in 
secondary schools. To have it thus included 
in the curriculum was highly desirable, as it 
did away with the excuse frequently given by 
teachers for its neglect. 

At the annual examination in December 
last 526 pupils from 20 schools entered; 250 
passed, and of these 115 gained prizes. 

On the motion of Dr. Smyth, seconded by 
the Rev. T. A. B. Smyth, the report was 
adopted. 

The report on Connaught and other schools 
was submitted by the Rev. F. C. Gibson, 
who moved its adoption. 

The report showed that the grant to 
Galway High School had been continued, 
and it was gratifying to know that the 
work of this school was being carried on 
with increased efficiency and success. 

The Rev. William Elliott, Ballinasloe, in 
seconding, drew attention. to the absolute 


necessity of continuing the Galway- Hign 
School, and also, of providing for other 
children of their Church in the West. . He 
expressed the pleasure he had in seeing Dr. 
Macaulay in the chair. 

The Moderator, in declaring the report 
adopted, said that he was glad to see Mr 
Elliott seconding it. They alf knew how well 
Mr. Elliott knew the needs of the Church in 
the Free State. : 


UNIVERSITY EDUCATION. 


The Rev, Dr, Haslett submitted and moved 
the adoption of the report on university educa- 
tion. It stated that the number of Presby- 
terian students attending Queen's Univérsity, 
Belfast, still continued to be very large. In 
that respect the Presbyterians easily stood 
first among the various denominations. They 
were well represented in every faculty in the 
university, in arts and medicine, in pure and 
applied _setence and technology, in civil 
engineering and dentistry, in law and 
theology, in agriculture and commerce. It 
was not surprising then that Presbyterian 
students played a prominent part in the social 
life of the university. 

The report was adopted.

applause, said that the present Ministry, 
describing itself as an honest one, had re- 
ferred to a deficiency in the Budget of over 
£1,000,000, but so far from that being the 
case, not one single penny had to be pre- 
vided to meet a deficiency, and the reason 
was that no deficiency existed. The state- 
ment that there was an unbalaneed Budget 
of over. £1,000,000 had a devastating effect 
on those engaged in industry and agriculture 
and thrémghout the whole country. The 
truth was that, unlike most countries on the 
Continent and elsewhere, the Free State had 
a sound financial position and a well-balanced 
Budget. 

The next question the Government had to 
consider was the amount of money required 
to meet social and other services, and the 
amount of taxation the people, industry and 
the business of the country could stand. 
All these items had to be taken into account 
in considering the financial position of a 
country, and no oné with any sense of 
responsibility. could say that the income from 
taxation in the coming year was not going 
to be véry much less than it was last year, 
and in these conditions the Government pro- 
gramme was going to strangle industry, 
hinder commerce and dishearten people from 
investment. 

Extra taxation in the coming year would 
have to be met to provide a sum of close on 
£4,000,000, and there could be no mistake 
about it, but the poor man in the long run 
was oi to pay, and im saying the poor 
man te id not mean the beggar, but the 
ordinary wage-earnet or salafied man, who 
found it most difficult to make ends meet, 

The present Government were given a 
sound economic and financial position, but to 
maintain that position it was not sufficient 
to say that a Budget would be balanced, but 
they should insure that a balanced Budget 
would not be incurred at the expense of re- 
ducing capital resources. In other words, 
they must insure that they did not pay their 
debts by increasing their overdrafts, or giving 
to the workers a week's employment, but 
sumsequently depriving them of a month's 
employment. 

He referred to the collapse of finance in 
England. and the financial difficulties in 
Australia and America, where, he said, two 
thousand banks: had closed. During all these 
collapses the banking institutions in the Free 
State were sound, and money was coming 
into this country from America, because 
people regarded it as safe. 

Agriculture, the main industry of this 
country, was the one industry that at the 
moment all over the world could not bear any 
addition to its burdens. This country was 
singularly fortunate by reason of the policy 
adopted by the late Minister for Agricul- 
ture. The fall in the products which he re- 
commended farmers to deal in was relatively 
less than the fall in other products, It was 
obvious, however, that the major portion of 
the imposts in this country must fall on agri: 
culture. That meant that fewer people would 
be employed im agrienitare, and tbe ranks . of 
the anoubleyel swelled in their ‘cities. 
party which had just gone out of office went 
out by reason of its unpovularity. They were 
better statesmen than politicians. They were 
not afraid to say, in respect of social services, 
“We cannot afford them.” Very willing 
they were to give increased old-age pensions, 
and larger sums for the unemployed, but 
they could not give. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLF. 

Most of the trouble m recent years had 
been due to the senseless efforts 
of Ministers .of . Finance. to improve 
social co ime —whón they could not 
afford it. From the year 1925 the late 
Government imposed no taviffs without being 
satisfied from close examination that they 
would be an economic proposition, and when 
tariffs were imposed they lessened taxation. 
This year there was a complete reversal of 
that policy. What was called the rich man 
was going to be hit by this Budget, but 
he could reduce his expenses. The poor 
man had no chauffeurs to discharge, no 
housemaids to dismiss, no wine bills to re. 
duce, and on him would rest tha real difficulty 
in connection with this impossible burden 
which was being laid on the people. 

At Templemore this week the Attorney- 
Gentral had drawn attention to the fact that 
the British Cabinet were delighted when, in 
1923, Mr. Cosgrave signed the agreement to 
collect the land annuities and hand them 
over to Britain. He did not, however, refer 
to other conditions in that agreement. on 
May 10th, 1922, in Dail Eireann, Mr. Art 
O'Connor, who had just been Minister for 
Agricultare in the second Dail, stated that 
during the contest with the British it had 
been Ye up to him that the land annuities 
should not be paid, and he refused tz 
countenance that policy, because the money 
the tenant farmers were asked to pay was 
the interest and principal on money which 
had been loaned to them to buy out their 
farms, and that it would damage the credit 
of this country if any such nde were in- 
dulged in. hat was two years after the 
Act of 1920 was passed—the Act which the 
Attorney-General claimed had given the land 
annuities to this country, and that was not 
the statement of a pro-Treaty member of the 
Dail, but of one who could have had no 
leanings towards giving the British 
they Were not entitled to. 


THAT “ SECRET’? AGREEMENT. 

Mr. Cosgtave pointed out that the annual 
sum collected from the tenant farmers was 
less than £3,000,000, but the cost of interest 
and sinking fund was £4,100,000. The 
' secret agreement "’ amounted to this: that 
the Free State collected and paid to the 
British £160,000 of the £1,100,000 which was 
short, and the British paid the remainder. 
Every year in the British balance sheet ap- 

ited an estimate of £971,780, paid by the 

ritish taxpayer for the service of Land 
Stock in this country. The Attorney-General 
had also said that extra income tax was 
going to lead to new industries and the re- 
habihtation of this country. There were two 
Budgets intreduced—one normal and tt» 
other yeah Cr Ó Ín the first Budget the 
only item which was added to the estimates 
left by Mr. Blythe was £270,009 for increased 
old age pensions and niilitary pensions. At 
the same time, income tax was increased, 
corporation fits tax increased, stamp 
duties on bank notes increased, and increased 
tea and tobacco taxes were levied, in addition 
to the taxes on that attractive person known 
in this country as the '' flapper,” who was 
taxéd from the boots up. 

The Fianna Fail Budget was more com- 
prehensivé, more exacting, more severe on 
the pone of this country than the whole of 
the Budgets that the late Government had 
introduced in the last ten years.

THE OPEN TITLE 
UNITED 


AGAIN GOES TO 
STATES. 


ENE SARAZEN won the British Open 

Championship at Sandwich yesterday 

with the lowest total since the event 
was extended to 72 holes. The previous best 
was 285 by “Bobby” Jones in 1927 at St. 
Andrews. The individual rounds by Jones 
were 68, 72, 73, 72, while Sarazen’s were 
70, 69, 70, 74. From the start of the tourna- 
ment Sarazen headed the competitors. He 
led on the first round by one stroke, in the 
second round he equalled the record of the 
Prince’s course, 69, and increased his advan- 
tage to three shots, 

in the third round, which is always the 
most critical for the man who is in front, he 
did 70, and but for an amazing achievement 
by Arthur Havers, who alone has broken in 
on the complete cycle of American victories, 
Sarazen’s lead when he entered the last phase 
would have been impregnable. As it was he 
was four strokes in front of Havers, and, 
although Sarazen’'s last round of 74 was his 
worst, he left the Englishman with a 70 to 
tie. That in the conditions proved impos- 
sible, and the American eventually won by 
5 -strokes, with an aggregate of 285. 

This is the ninth successive year, and the 
eleventh time since the first victory of an 
American was achieved in 1921, that the 
trophy goes to the United States. 

Sarazen was born in New York in 1901, 
and this was his fifth attempt to win the 
championship. In his first effort at Troon 
in 1 the year in which he was American 
Open champion, he failed to qualify. In 1928 
he was second to Walter Hagen; in 1929 he 
was eighth, and last year at Carnoustie he 
tied for third place, two strokes behind 
Tommy Armour. 

Arthur Havers, in the third round, broke 
the record for the course with 68, but he 
needed all the luck available to bring him in 
triumphant. He did not get any. He hit the 
ball perfectly, but his putts would not drop, 
and by the turn he had taken 37, and finished 


in 76.

FIRE AT HIBERNIAN 
MILITARY SCHOOL, 


While a number of chairs for use during 
the Eucharistic Congress were being un- 
paeked in the Hibernian Military School, 
Phenix Park, Dublin, yesterday, the fibre 
wrappings caught fire and destroyed about 
160 of them.
